Dr. Taylor said that of the nearly 


two billion acres of land in thc Unit- 
ed States, a little over half is in farms, 
and about one-fourth is available for 
crops. The need for conservation of 
this resource is shown by the fact that 
between 1920 and 1930, 33,000,000 acres 
were abandoned in thc southern and 
eastern sections of the country. Al- 
ready 50,000,000 others arc on the way, 
he declared. 


"More than 650,000 farm families are 


on land which is submarginal." Use 
of such land for forests, wild life con- 
servation, and national and slate and 
locid parks was recommended by Dr. 
Taylor. 


Turning to the conservation of hu- 


man resources, ho, said that the ten- 
antry system would eventually breed 
"a race of serfs." Farm families in thc 
lower half of the farm income bracket 
must be pulled up to a higher stand- 
ard. One million farm families were 
on relief in 1930, and a survey showed 
thai the income on nearly a million 
farms was less than $400 a year. 


Referring to the work of the Reset- 


tlement Administration, Dr. Taylor 
said that 47 per ccnt of the 13,000 farm 
families living on land now being 
bought by the government have been 
on relief, with an average income of 
?88 a year. 


Arkansas Fifth in Loans 


"Arkansas has shared in this nation- 


wide problem. This state stands fifth 
in the number of rural rehabilitation 
loans, and sixth in the number of ad- 
justed farm debts. Sixty per cent of 
thc farmers in the slate are tenants. 
In the last five years, 
10.679 new 


farms have been established on Ar- 
kansas soil, and 4,291 of these farms 
are located, in 15 mountain counties. 
In the South, land that is second-rate 
must be shifted from crops to pasture. 
Farmers on land which is not capable 
of producing a fair living for them 
and their families must be shifted to 
land which is better suited to farming. 


"In order to 
.secure these benefits 


and to continue the work of land and 
human conservation, Arkansas farmers 
mast organize and co-operate. They 
must demand a fair share of the na- 
tion's income, and study the principles 
of security farming. Through the agri- 
cultural experiment stations and the 
Extension Service, the farmer has 
within his reach and the scientific and

Small 
babies may be put outdoors in sum- 
mer when they are one week old.

in payrolls which brought them up 
.some 84 per cent or more from the 
1932 worst, and a 4 per cent calculat- 
ed increase . in factory employment 
from 1935 to 193G. 


Unemployment, however, remained. 


The jobless army was variously set. 
in the absence of a definite count, at 
7,000,000 to 10,000,000, or even more. 


As an antidote to this, many busi- 


ness analysts looked chicfl yto the 
quickened pace of the capital goods 
industries. Automobile 
, buying 
of 


steel, which made the first breech in 
the log and of the -ehavy lines, no 
longer was the only encouraging fac- 
tor in this picture. 


Capital Goods Respond 


Hopes, in adidlion, were being pin- 


ned on a real revival' of materials 
buying by the railroads, which were 
backed by'the rising curve of traffic, 
private building and plant moderniza- 
tion, promoted by better business pro- 
fits, and the ease with which big in- 
dustry could obtain funds in a glutted 
money market. 


The crux of the situation, observers 


said, was mirrored in Standard Statis- 
tics' index of capital goods production, 
the latest compilation of which stood 
at 71.0 with 1926 being calculated as 
100. while the consumers goods indus- 
tries index on a similar base was 101.9. 


At the same time, optimism was de- 


rived from the fact that the first half 
of this year showed a lift of 38 per 
cent, for capital goods from the first 
half of 1935 and of 93 per cent from 
1933.

Golden Text: Acts 10:38 


Lessons of second quarter continued 


the story, begun in the quarter, of 
how Jesus met human needs. 


At the outset we find Him issuing 


His invitation to all to accept the 
grace of God, illustrating it with a 
story of the man who prepared a 
great supper and invited many guests. 
It was a striking lesson on the weak- 
ness and insufficiency of human will 
and impulse, in the presence of great 
opportunity and potential blessing. 


The second lesson broke the con- 


tinuity of the record to tell, for Easter, 
of Hie triumph of Jesus over death and 


ultimate mwtfng 
needs and 


In the third lesson we pasted to-the 


picltire of God as the forgiving Father" 
given hy Jesus in the beautiful Par- 
able of the Prodigal Son 
( 


The fourth lesson gave us a plimp<« 


into the social outlook and attitude 
of Jesus in His story of Dives, the 
rich man. and'Lazarus, the beggar. A 
further aspect, of this social, philoso- 
phy of Jesus in Its idealism.of man's 
relationship to his fellowrnen Was em- 
phasized ;n the fifth lesson, dealing 
with forgiveness,'humility, and-graU 
itude. 


The-sixth lesson, based on thc'par- 


ablo of the'Unjust Judge and on that 
of the'Pharisee and-the Publican, en- 
forces in concrete terms the teaching 
of Jesus concerning prayer, emphasiz- 
ing .God's boundless willingness to be- 
itow His blessings, in contrast 
with 


the reluctant attitude of the unjust 
judge, ,and-the necessary condition of 
man's reception of God's blessings in 
the humility of the publican. 


In the next lesson, based upon the 


story of Zacchaeus we have emphasiz- 
ed the relation of 
true religion to 


honesty in life and character. Whether 
the-salvation-that eame to Zacchaeus 
was the vindication of a man who had 
sought to live uprightly in a position 
that offered him great opportunities of 
enrichment by! extortion, or whether 
Zacchaeus, in finding salvation, was 
accepting an entirely new way of life, 
it is.plain that no unjust or dishonest 
tax gatherer could square his life with 
the demands of the Gospel. 


An interlude, with emphasis upon 


temperance, was provided 
in the 


eighth lesson, in which Jesus com- 
mended the poor widow who cast her 
two mites into the treasury, in con- 
trast to the rich men who offered 
meager gifts. 


The 
remaining 
lessons 
of 
the 


quarter bring us into the last scenes of 
the tragedy and triumph in the earth- 
ly life of Jesus. We meet with the 
disciples in the upper room at the Last 
Supper, and, if we have the faith and 
courage, we enter into 
Gethsemane 


and toil up the way to Calvary to 
share with 
the disciples and 
the 


mother of Jesus the sadness and bit- 
terness of the final scene. 


But the last lesson of the quarter 


reminds us that this scene was not 
really the end, but the beginning, as 
Jesus reappeared to His disciples and 
sent them forth on their great task of 
world conquest for love, righteous- 
ness, and truth.
